EXTRA SESSION, 
STILL UNDECIDED, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuiveton, D. C., March 21.—The ques- 
tion of an extra session still hangs in the bal- 
ance, Gentlemen who have talked with the 
President to-day again upon the subject say 
that he is undecided, and that he fegis that 
the responsibilities of the decision are very 
great. At the Cabinet meeting to-morrow 
the matter will probably be determined, and 
it is possible that the publie may be in some 
way advised as to the decision, notwithstand- 
ing it is understood to be the policy 
of the Administrahon that the pro- 
ceedings of the Cabinet meetings are 
to be regarded as State secrets. There 
are strong differences of opinion among 
Republican Senators and Representatives as 
to the proper policy, but there is no differ- 
ence of opinion among Democrats. Outside 
of anarrow circle of Democratic placemen 
who do not wish to have a called session, 
because, should Congress convene, a few 
Democratic clerks in the House might eease

are united in favor ot an extra session. They 
see in it an opportunity to prepare 
a policy upon which the next Congressional 
elections shall be conducted. Ex-Speaker 
Randall, who will be the leader of 
the Opposition, is reported to have 
privately manifested a good deal of enthusi- 
asm over the possible prospect that there 
would be an extra session.

The reporter of an evening paper inter- 
viewed “ Fritz,” and obtained material fora 
highly-sensational yarn, only to learn later 
in the day that he had been duped by the 
fellow. The truth, as it afterwards leaked 
out, was that “ Fritz” did not proceed far in 
the direction of the Green after the snow-storm 
set iu. He lost sigut ot the ice-bound tug, and 
having seen the Mosher leave for the harbor, 
chose to reach the land in preference to spend- 
ing a cold night on the desolate ice-fieids cov- 
ing the lake, He reached the shore in the 
vicinity of Fortieth street, after several ther- 
ough duckings, left his provisions in a glace 
of safety, and returned to the city withthe 
intention: of making another start in the- 
morning.

STUCK IN THE SNOW. 

The train that left Janesville, Wis., last 
Saturday morning on the Northwestern 
Road, bound for Chicago, struck the bliz- 
zard at Clinton Junetion. At Harvard 
the storm was increasing in severity, 
when the train reached a point a 
little below Crystal Lake it was 
simply terrific, and about a mile belew 
Palatine the train stuck fast in a drift which 
was from three to twelve feet deep and over 
a half-mile long. The storm beatdown upon 
it, and the snow, sleet, and hail threatened to 
bury the coaches. In this disagreeable sit- 
uation the unfortunate passengers were 
obliged to remain until yesterday morning, 
and forty-eight hours in a snow-drift within 
a few miles of Chicago is someth unpar- 
alleled even in the memory of ancient 
historian, the oldest inhabitant.

A relief 
came down from Palatine Saturda night, 
and on Sunday another party from same 
place brought a quantity of provisions to the 
stranded travelers. It was found impossible 
to use a sleigh on account of the immense 
drifts. Superintendent Cuyler telegraphed 
to Palestine directing the attachés of the 
road there to see the passengers were 
well cared for. Members of the snowed- 
in’’ band say that they had a very good time 
during their imprisonment. They gathered 
in one car, told stories, sang songs, and 

the time in a Very pleasant manner. 

‘Lhe snow-plow sent to the rescue ot the 
train reached it yesterday morning, and it 
was hauled into thecity. The passengers 
held a meeting and passed resolutions thank- 
ing Superintendent Cuyler, Conduetor Rich, 
the crew of the train, and Mr. Julius Thurs 
ton, of Palatine, for their energetic efforts to 
provide provisions and comforts for them 
dur their imprisonment in a snow-drift in 
one of the fiercest biizzarda of the season.

He said it was the severest storm he had seen 
in fourteen years.

THE ARRIVAL OF AMAZULU, DAUGHTER OF 
CETYWAYO-—A CHIEFTAIN, MEDICINE MAN, 
THREE WARRIORS, AND A HOWLING ZULU 
BABE, 


New York Times, March DB. 

The steamship Greece of the National Line, 
which arrived yesterday at her pier in Ho- 
boken, brought eight live Zulus—five men, 
two women, and a child. When the ship 
came up to her pier they were all in a 
row on a seat behind the long dining- 
table of the main saloon, dressed in 
all the fantastic toggery of Zululand, and 
chatting and chattering merrily. The men 
wore a cloth wound tightly about the waist, 
and parti-colored blankets, which they occa- 
sionally drew around their shoulders, though 
for the most part they withstood the cold 
and damp air with no other protection than 
their breech-cloths,—that is to say, no ex- 
ternal protection. Internally it was different,

New Lon. March 20.—What is said to be the 
first practical and comprehensive attempt at 
Boyeotting in the United States was begun 
against three lager- beer breweries last Wednes- 
day. These three are the breweries of Mesars. 
Jocob Ruppert, George Ringler, and the H. & M. 
Shaefer Company. Between #,000 and 9,000 work- 
inmmen have resolved not to drink any beer 
coming from these establishments. 

Several weeks ago, owing to rumors that the 
employés in at least one brewery were subjected 
to rough treatment by the foreman, the piaa of 
forming a Union among brewers’ employés was 
broached. The German press ventilated the 
subject, and it is said that the leaders of the 
striking Pianomakers’ Union urged on the 
movement. A handful of brewers’ em- 
ployés met at first, Dut already, after a 
fortnight’s agitation of the new pian, 300 brew- 
ery workmen are eurolled. It is positively as- 
serted that these workmen, as a body, never ex- 
pressed their purpose in writing, except in so 
far as they urged the advantages of an orjran- 
ization as a medium for the interchange of 
ideas. They deny havmg threatened or prepared 
fora strike. 

The bosses, or master brewers, on the other 
hand, are understood to have gut the idea that a 
strike for fewer hours of labor per day and a 
higher rate of wages was the object of the or- 
ganization. stories of the employés and of 
the master brewers do not agree as to the action 
that led to the antagonism of the two bodies. 
Both sides agree that men were discha from 
the breweries of the F. & M. Shaefer pany, 
Jacob Ruppert, and George ler, and that 
many Other workmen followed discharged 
ones. 

Mr. Ringler is said to have quarreled with a 
nephew who worked for him on account of the 
nephew's connection with the Union. The 
quarrel ended in the nephew's discharge. Eight 
other employés quitted that brewery. Mr. Ring- 
ler’s friends say that he simply reproved his 
nephew for not coming to him with his griev- 
ances instead of laying them before strangers. 
The workmen who quitted the brewery say he 
did not wanfany Communists or Union men in 
his employ. 

From the F. & M. Schaefer Company one 
Union man was discharged, seventeen fol- 
lowed bim. The employer's explain 
man's month was up, he was not wanted, and he 
would have been dismissed at any rate.

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Tun is one argumeat against the con- 
firmation of Stanley Matthews as Supreme 
Judge which is beginning to reassert itself in 
Washington. There is imminent danger that 
the constitutionality of the Thurman law, 
which has been once affirmed by the Su- 
preme Court, will be tested again by the 
Central Pacific Railroad. This law compels 
the .Pacific Railroads to provide a sinking 
fund for the payment of the bonds advanced 
by the Government for their use. The Cen- 
tral Pacific has been evading tLe law in spite 
of the Supreme Court decision. If Matthews 
shall go on the Supreme Bench the 
Railroad Company will certainly reopen liti- 
gation wiih the assurance that he will be 
fayorabie to their interest. His attitude 
on the question when he was in the United 
States Senate and the backing he now has in 
his persistent effort to reach the Supreme 
Bench constitute the assurance. With Mat- 
thews there will be three Supreme Judges 
opposed to the constitutionality of the law 
and only three known to be in favor of it. 
The opinion of Judge Woods is uncertain, 
and the other two Judges are incapacitated. 
To confirm Matthews, under these circum- 
stances, is to risk the failure of a just law 
and favor the escape of the Pacific Railroad 
Companies from an obligation to the Gevern- 
ment of more than $100,000,000, including 
principal and interest. Can the United States 
Senate afford to take the responsibility of 
such a risk ? *

The Republican City Convention will meet 
at Farwell Hall this morning at 10 o’clock. 
The delegates were chosen at the primaries 
yesterday. 80 far as their preferences are 
known, they are divided as follows among 
the several candidates for Mayor:

There are 212 delegates in a full conven- 
thon, and 107 votes are required to make a 
nomination. Some of the votes credited to 
Mr. Clark are regarded as a trifie uncertain. 
It is said also that, in imitation of the 
desperate tactics adopted in the late Presi- 


dential canvass, the delegation from the 


Third Ward will be contested. It will be 
seen that while Mr. Clark has a decided 
plurality, and probably a majority, he has 
not a sufficient number of pledged votes to 
nominate him by a clear majority on the 
first ballot. But it is presumed that enough 
of the uncertain votes will go to him to in- 
sure his nomination. He would be in ali re- 
spects a suitable candidate. 

Whether Mr. Clark, or Mr. Spalding, or 
any other person shall be chosen by the Con- 
vention, the result will be in no sense a per- 
sonal triumph. Neither should the failure 
of any candidate to obtain the nomi- 
nation be considered a personal loss 
or humiliation. The great majority 
of the voters who went to the primaries yes- 
terday were not there to advance the private 
interests of any man. They voted tor dele 
gates who, in their judgment, would truly 
represent the Republican party, and nomi- 
nate candidates on its behalf that would de- 
velop the most strength in the election and 
give the city the best government. It is ex- 
tremely shortsighted and foolish to look upon 
a convention of this sort in any other light than 
a consultation of Republicans to secure if 
possible an honest, economical, and efficient 
administration of city affairs, and in so doing 


the business community was' t 

aroused in any local election of late years 
when they have not carried the day; we 
have known several when they were not 
deeply interested, and the Republican party 
was disastrausly defeated. 

It will be a fatal mistake for the Conven- 
tion to-day to underrate the strength of 
Carter Harrison.

THE EXTRA SESSION AND REFUNDING. 

It will be conceded that the only legiti- 
mate reason for calling an extra session of 
Congress, which is now said to be deter- 
mined upon, is the desirability that a Re 
funding bill shall be enacted to provide for 
the 5 per cent and 6 per cent bonds that be- 
come subject to call May 1 and July 1, re 
spectively. Tur Trreune has already con- 
sidered the bad political aspects of the pro- 
posed extra session, and there are stronger 
indications that it will be politically hurtful 
than that it will be politically beneficial, It 
may also be demonstrated, we think, that 
refunding may be postponed till next fall 
with less loss to the Government than to 
incur the obst of an extra session with s 
doubtful result as to refunding.

It is believed that the Secretary of the 
Treasury will have ample resources to take 
up all these outstanding 6 per cent bonds. 
The surplus revenue for the next fiscal year, 
as estimated by Secretary Sherman before he 
went out of office, and fully verified by the 
Treasury officials since Secretary Windom 
came into office, is something more than 
$90,000,000. The Secretary has further the 
authority to sel) $104,000,000 of 4 per cent 
bonds under existing laws. There is no rea 
sonable doubt of this. Secretary Sherman, in 
discussing the refunding question in his last 
annual report, and in contemplation of the 
tallure ot Congress to agree upon any bill to 
that end, said: 


Under existing law, there are still avallabie for 
cent bonds au 


lt is understood that the Treasury Depart- 
ment. as now organized, is advised on all 
sides, and is under the conviction, that it has 
the authority thus claimed. If there were 
any question of this the same result might be 
brought about by using 100 millions of the 
surplusin the Treasury for the redemption 
of the maturing bonds, and making the 
amount good by the sale of 100 millions of 4 
per cents; about the right to sell 4 percents 
for this purpose there can be no question 
The 4 per cents can be sold now at, say, 112. 
The fund, then, for the redemption of 6 per 
cents would be as follows: |

In this way the available resources of tlie 
Government are ample to retire the 6 per 
cents, and there would be only the %$469,- 
651,000 of 5 percents to be refunded next 
fall.

In all the discussions of the Fanding bill 
in Congress it was estimated that the total 
saving of interest in any practicable refund- 
ing measure would be $12,000,000 a year. In the 
absence of a refunding measure $8,000,000 a 
year may be saved, thus reducing the extra 
charge upon the Government by reason of 
the outstanding high-interest bonds to $4,000,- 
000; a part ot the latter can be saved by the 
prompt passage of a refunding bill at the 
regular fall session for the conversion of the 
5 per cents. : 

The only question that should now be con- 
sidered by the Administration is whether the 
possible saving of $4,000,000 during the next 
year will warrant the cost and danger of an 
extra session of Congress this spring. The 
actual expense of a Congressional session is 
not the only item that should be counted on 
the other side. Congress will be 80 closely 
divided, and the Democrats so stubbornly 
united on the passage of a coercive bill, that 
it is a matter of doubt whether a fair and 
practicable funding scheme can be secured 
at an extra session, following so closely as it 
would upon the bitter contest over the same 
subject in the last Congress. If the extra 
session should lead to the same agitation as 
that produced by the discussion of the sub- 
ject at the late session of Congress, it would 
cost the country several times as much as 
could ultimately be saved in interest upon 
the above showing. Moreover, it is not likely 
that the new Congress would adjourn with- 
out maturing some of the ‘many jobs that 
await legislative sanction, and in this way 
the saving of interest might be largely over- 
balanced by raids on the Public Treasury. 

Viewed from the refünding project alone, 
the arguments are all against the calling of 
an extra session at this time.

THE QUESTION OF VIADUCTS IN CHICAGO. 

‘The power ef the City of Chicago to levy 
taxes for municipal purposes is limited to 2 
per cent on the gross valuation of property 
for taxable purposes. The total amount of 
revenue that can be collected under the pres- 
ent valuation and limitation is so small that 
the strictest economy in expenditures is

of power is still in force. Under tat law 
the city has authority to compel the railroad 
companies to build bridges over their tracks 
and any other conveniences for the safety 
and convenience of the public at all street 
crossings, and those bridges or viaducts must 
be constructed by the railway companies at 
their own expense. 

The City Council is at this time consider 
ing the propriety of appropriating the money 
necessary to construct a number of these 
viaducts, when in fact there is no money 
available for that purpose now in the Treas- 
ury, nor ig there any likelihood of there being 
sufficient funds for that purpose for years to 
come, The question whether the viaducts 
are needed is ho longer an open one; that is 
conceded on all hands. But the question as 
to who shall bear the cost of construction, 
while equally clear as to the legal responsi- 
bility, is met by the refusal of the railway 
companies te comply with that obligation. 
The rail way companies refuse even to keep in 
repair and maintain those viaducts which 
have already been constructed, denying that 
the obligation to construct à road carries 
with it any obligation to keep that roadway 
in repair and in safe condition. 

Another question, of no trifling impor 
tance to the city, is now presented by a re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court of this 
State. Under past arrangements, the city 
bears the cost, when a viaduct has been 
bulit, of raising the buildings on the adjoin- 
ing land to the new grade fixed by the via- 
duct and its approaches. A man named 
Rigney has sued the city for damages result- 
ing to his land because of this change of 
grade, and the Supreme Court, overruling 
both the Appellate and Circuit Courts, bas 
decided that he is entitled to such damages. 
As the construction of a viaduct and its ap- 
proaches involyes a change of grade affect- 
ing a great many lots in various direc- 
tions in the neighborhood of the im- 
provement, the Council cannot, if this 
decision shall stand, even order the 
construction of a viaduct without first 
obtaining. a release from the owners of 
all the property in that locality in the least 
affected by the change of grade, or assuming 
payment of all the damages to which, under 
this decision, the .property-owners may be- 
come entitled. A8 It is not likely that the 
property-owners will grant any such releases, 
the possibility is that in many cases the re- 
sultant damages will equal the cost of the 
viaducts. Under such circumstances, the 
Council had better act cautiously in ordering 
new viaducts; but it should direct that im- 
mediate steps should be taken by the law 
officers of the city to test the liability of the 
railway companies crossing the streets of the 
city not only to construct at their own cost 
viaducts wherever they may be required, but 
also to maintain them aftef construction. 
When that question shall be determined defi- 
nitly it will be in order to go on with the cou- 
struction of these improvements, or 6 
other steps which will regulate the use of 
street-crossings by railwajs so that the public 
may have some rights upon the public high-

The quiet town of Lake View, which adjoins 
Chicago upon ite northern border, was last 
evening the sene of one of the most remark- 
able tragedies which have taken place in this 
county for a long time, Thescene, the hour, the 
occasion, and ali the surroundings are such as to 
stamp it with horror. There isa ring at a door- 
beil near the hourof 10; a man goes down to 
answer the call, opens the door, and is shot dowa 
in nis tracks.

Mr. Cram was #2 years of age, married, and a 
gentleman higbly regarded. The Coroner will 
investigate the case to-day.

Im the Catacombs of Paris—Filigree 
Werk in Human Beoeunes—A Descent 
Into the Damp, Dark Caverns of Death 
—Grinning Skulls Suggesting Ghast- 
ly Jekes.

Yankees are no match for Frenchmen in 
practical cleverness. The Parisians make 
even their bones pay. I mean their own 
bones. When they are through with them 
and they have gone through the formality of 

a few years’ burial, they are dug up, put in 

the catacombs and made a show of to visit- 

ors. The show is free, but avisit keeps 
thousands of strangers a day longer in Paris, 
and that is where the profit comes in and is 
wrung out of these clever people. So the 
bones of the grand and greatgratdparents of 
the present generation of Frenchmen, as they 
lie there in great heaps under the ground. 
with the rats scuttling throughjthem, are still 
useful.

FARM-MORTGAGE COMPANY 


The Tatil End of a Big Swindle. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MILWAUKEE, March 21.—The Farm-Mort- 
gage Land Company, whose business is about 
to undergo an investigation by a Legislative 
Committee, and to which allusion is made in 
this morning’s Trisuns, is the tail end of 
one of the biggest swindles ever perpetrated 
in the State of Wisconsin. It is not asserted 
that the men who have been managing the 
Farm-Mortgage Land Company are swindlers. 
A few words are necessary to explain the 
origin of the Company and what its title sig- 
nifies. 

From 1850 to 1860 the favorit method of 
building railroads in Wisconsin was to form 
a company, survey a line across the State, 
and then take mortgages on the homesteads 
of farmers along the route in exchange for 
the capital stock of the company, the com- 


pany agreeing to pay the mortgage on the 
farm at the end of ten y so that the 
farmer was made to believe he would 
help to build the road that was very much 
needed, arid have the stock clear at the end 
of ten years. This was before the St. Paul 
Road had gobbled all the minor lines in the 
State, and when each of a dozen companies 
was playing a lone hand in construct- 
ing its line. More than 6,000 Wis- 
consin farmers were invetgied into 
this well-planned fraud, and the amount of 
suffering and litigation that was produced by 
it could not be told in a dozen issues of THE 
Trisung, if entirely devoted to that subject. 
All the lines centering in Milwaukee were 
started upon the u-mo plan, and as 
all the nal companies failed, of course, the 
farmers had the mortgages to pay as best 
— could. Many of them compromised 
their debts: some fought them in the courts 
only to y at last dollar for dollar and 
many sold out their farms and went West 
again to grow up with the country, wiser 
and poorer men. 

This Farm-Mortgage Company was formed 
to dispose of a part of an old and compara- 
tively worthless land grant generously given 
these sufferers by the St. Paul Company for 
the benefit of those farmers who resi on 
the old La Crosse & Milwaukee line.

SHELBYVILLE, Ind., March 21.—James M. 
Sleeth, ex-Treasuter of this county, has filed 
a claim in the County Commissioner’s Court 
for the sum of $608.19, which amount he al- 
leges is due him as back pay.

BurraLo, March 19.—Among the many in- 
dustries of which Buffalo has just cause to feel 
proud, few, if any, have been more active dur- 
ing the past winter than the shipyards, and they 
still seem to have ali the new and old work they 
are willing to contract for. The work at pre- 
sent in band, and what has already been com- 
pleted, will foot up nearty half a million dollars. 
This is a very respectable showing, as compared 
with previous seasons, and it would tend ima 
great measure to make Buffalo one of the 
larges shipbuilding stations on Norhwestern 
waters if only our moneyed men could be 
brought to acknowledge the superiority of 
iron over wood for the purpose of shipbuilding.

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The first week in March finds a largo propor- 
tion of English land unpianted, and if about 
half of the usual wheat crop is above ground 
the rest is in a cold, rotting seed-bed, or alto- 
gether past the time for sowing. As to bariey, 
the whvle of the crop, broadiy speaking, has yet 
to be planted, since even the early counties are 
behindhand this March, and to make a good bed 
for the seed a week te a fortuight's genial 
weather is required. Future crop prospects are 
therefore discouraging, and the farmer has to 
look to the com months rather than to the 
past for any promise. Doubtless this position 
will make English wheat-zrowers slow to sell 
their romaint stocks, but e can hardly as- 
cribe the fortnight’s reco of market-spirit 
and Is 6d t 2s 6d advance in price to any action 
of English farmers; the improvement rests upon 
a broader basis, that of imports, which, baving 
to contribute nearly four- ot the next five 
months’ supply, are, for tne present, falling be- 
low such duty.

SUPREME COURT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III.. March 21.—Among the de- 
cisions filed by the Supreme Court .to-day was 
one in the case of Binkert et al. vs. The Wabash 
Railway Company, whith involved the capital 
stock taxes ot the old Toledo, Wabash & West- 
ern Ruilroad Company. About two years ago 
the Wabash Railway Cémpany obtained in the 
Madison County Circhit Court an injunction 
against the Coilectors of all counties along the 
line of the old Toledo, Wabash & Western Road 
to restrain the collection of the tax levied on 
the capital stock of that bankrupt corporation. 
The Wabash Company resisted the payment 
this tax 
had purchased the property of the Toledo, Wa- 
bash & Western under a mortgage made before 
the tax accrued, and that the property was not 
therefore subject to the tax, which was assessed 
against the capital stock, and not against the 
tangible property. Judge Watts, of the Fortieth 
District Appellate Court. granted a perpetual 
injunction against the collection of the tax. A 
writ of error was sued out by several of the 
counties to the Supreme Court, which has 
affirmed the injunction. It was contended by 
those who sought to reverse the judgment that 
the mortgage under which the Wabash purchased 
the proverty was not valid, but the Supreme Court 
hold that, as the record stuod. the judgment of 
the Circuit Court upon that question was final. 
Justice Walker dissented from the decision. 

The decision in the case of The Poople ex rel.

What They Cost on Our Farm some 

Facts Not Generally Knaown—Superi- 

-ority of Barbed Wire Over Boards. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Woopesrock, III., March 19.—I[t has been said 
that our fences cost more than our land, taking 
the country asa whole. When we consider that 
the average life of ordinary fences is twenty 
years, we can estimate the waste of wealth by 
ordinary decay. Lumber is an important item 
to the farmer, especially our prairie-farmer, 
who relies on corn and grass for fuel, with the 
pineries of Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Michigan 
to look to for a supply, and railroads,to enhance 
the value in proportion to the distance and rate 
of freight. The past winter hasbeen favorable 
for lumbering, and the outlook is flattering 
for all. ; 

In markets near the source of supply, where 
fence-boards average $6 per 1,000, the average 
cost for fence is as follows: 

Four 16-feet boards, 32 feet, Ic. per foot... 480. 
Two sharpened oak posts, lic. each...........30c. 


Cost of fence, including nails (labor omitted).80c. 
Where one-balf boards and one-haif wire are 

used, the cost Is as follows: 

Two 16-feet boards, 16 feet, 1c. per foot... .. 240. 

Two rods wire, 0c. per rod 20c. 

One post cach 8 feet, two posts at he. each. . . 0.

Cost of materials, nails included, each rod. 750. 

When wire alone is »~sed, as on the large 
prairies, extensive st -farms, and elsewhere, 
we give the following as the actual cost for ma- 
terial: Wire fence, properly built, requires but 
one post to twenty-four feet (a rod and awaif). 
The tabor in digging post-holes is but one-third, 
and the labor in facing the posts and setting 
boards is saved. Bourd fence requires posts 
every eight or twelve feet, according to the 
ength of boards. Every board must be sup- 
ported in the middle and at the ends. Three

First, it is the cheapest and most economical 
as a stock fence, division fence, or line fence 
between farms. You can rest assu that your 
grain is unmolested after severe storms of 
wind and rain in summer, or that your stock 
have not broken through iato the green corn. 
Nothing gives the farmer who is well and peuce- 
ably disposed more comfort than the assurance 
that his line fences are proof against his peigh- 
bor’s stock, which in many cases are haif- 
starved Texas breeds, that go through any 
ordinary inclosure for something to eat, and a 
good fence becomes a source of future content- 


ment. ä 

To have a good fence, you must have good 
material; and a little time in philosophizing 
will settle the question as to the cost in labor,— 
for thatis a vital question. Whether you re- 
quire by your process a boy alone to assist you, 
or the whole force or family, for a week or 
more. is the question. Many doilars and much 
time are spent in fooling with experiments or 
some device to save money, which, if saved, is

Most are 
rood, e prefer for the top strand a galvan- 
ized steel wire, as it is more prominent and easi- 
ly seen by freshly-turned-in stock who are un- 
used to barbed re. A flat gaivanized wire, 
twisted after placed in position, makes a 
and safe t wire: and often § alter- 
nate wires of smooth steel without berbs 
ure preferred. The main thing, after 
you have secured wires, is to have them 
drawn tight. Before you n to staple your 
wires, insert the terminal points in the earth, at 
each corner or end-post, to carry off electricity, 
—for these steei wires act as Cunductors to carry 
electricity, and. if suddeniy interrupted by the 
ena being wound around the post or cut off at 
the staple, your post will be shattered, and the 

ne of fence will sag loose. This has 
been considered the result of contraction and ex- 
unsion, but don't fool yourself with such theor- 
es in connection with double-twisted steel wires. 
There is always material enough in these 
double-twisted wires to supply all de- 
mands for extension or contraction, without 
danger of breaking. When I put up wire fence, 
or do anything which requires a study of the 
ions of natural philosophy, I give attention to 
ts laws.

GEORGIA. 


Sawbone-Manufactories—A Remarka- 
ble Towu—Whisky-Making~—Florida 
Oranges. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
ATLANTA, Ga., March 18.—This has been a big 

‘year in Georgia with the medical colleges of the 

State. There are three in Atlanta, ene in Au- 

gusta, and one in Savannab. The Atlanta Med- 

jcal College is the only institution of its charac- 
ter in the State that belongs to the National As- 
sociation of Medical Colleges. All of the other 
medical colleges of Georgia are run independent 
of the National Association. These five colleges 
have within the past few days celebrated their 
commencements, and have turned out nearly 

200 graduates. These students that have grad- 

uated and gone home to fill positions of promi- 

nence in the sections in which they reside, and 
also to fill their patients with all sorts of drugs, 
come to Atlanta from all portions of the country. 

Among these I notice the names of quite a num- 
ber from Pennsylyania and other Eastern States, 
while a few are from the West, and quite a 
number from Texas. The colleges here, while 
they have been of great pecuniary benefit to 
Atianta, are nevertheless objectionable institu- 
tions in some respects. Frequently graves in 

Oakland Cemetery are robbed of their 2ontents; 
and then a perfect howl goes up against 
the colleges, and search-warrants are 
taken out by the relatives of the 
parties whose bodies have been stolen. This 
state of affairs is so common that the Professors 
and studeuts of these institutions are continu- 
ally at war with some of our citizens. About a 
—4 ago the janitorwf Allan Medical College 
as arrested, charged with ve-robbery, 
and, uppn being tried, was found guilty, and a 
fine of $1,000 imposed, which was promptly paid 
by the cotlege, as it was said that, as the colored 
janitor was quite an expert iu that kind of busi- 
ness, it would not do to let him go to jail, asia 
that event the college would lose his valuable 
services.
